POULTRY, ‘CAGE BIRDS, RAINY... 
EARTH OR GRAVEL RUNS. |’ 


Writing on this subject in the Weekly 
_ trish Times, the Foultry 
_ Correspondent says:—  ' } 
if there is no grass, and the run is either 
of hardened earth or gravel, the greatest. 
“care is necessary to keep it perfectly 
clean. The more of such a run that is 


covered over the better. It is a 


piece laid down in gravel near the house 
and covered over, so that the part where 
the birds are constantly passing over 
may be swept as often as necessary,. and 
the birds may be fed upon this strip of 
gé because it can be so easily cleaned. 
t is important, that the runs should get 
a good renovating before winter, as if 
left with the old soil, saturated with the 
droppings of the fowls, the winter rains 
make it into slush, both unpleasant and 
unhealthy. The earth should be dug at 
least six inches and all the soil removed. 
A little powdered lime should be 
scattered over and raked in. This may 
be beaten down and some sand spread 


on top.

There was some discussion with regard to 
the admissibility of documents that. Mr. 
Jellett asked to have put in. Two of these, 
said Mr. Jellett, were certificates, one of the 
7th February, 1871, and the other of the 20th 
October, 1879, with reference to fixed engines. 
These, he added, were further evidence of 
the fact that the Commissioners of Fishery 
and the Inspectors of Fishery recognised that 
it was legal for the. predecessors in title of 
his clients to have fixed nets and engines in 
the tidal way, and of further ownership 
them, showing that they not only claimed, 
but exercised, the rights they would have in 
a several fishery. . 

Mr. Lynch submitted that these documents 


he objected to them being admitted. 

r. Bewley also objected to the admission. 
of the documents, contending that they were 
not evidence in any issue in the case,. but 
only the opinion df certain inspectors on what 
his lordship would have to decide here. They 
were not evidence of actual user. 

Mr. Justice Johnston said that he was not 


going to offer any opinion as to the 
effect or operation of these. documents 
at the present stage. He was dealing 


now only with the question of admissibility, 
and he would admit them for what they were 
worth. . 

Mr. Jellett also asked. to have admitted 
four other documents which, he said, were re- 
conveyances of mdfigages that Were disclosed 
in the affidavit of documents, but had- not 
been available until now. 

Mr. Lynch objected to documents being put 
in on behalf of the plaintiffs after their case 
had been closed. 

Mr. Justice Johnston said that so far as 
he was concerned he did not think that this 
case would turn on any question of paper 
title at all or on whether there was a legal 
estate outstanding. He thought that for the 
purpose of having this case decided every- 
thing should be before the Court which would 
assist the Court in coming to a correct de- 
cision in the matters in dispute, and he 
thought that the documents should be ad- 
mitted, 


EVIDENCE CALLED. 

Mr. John MacNeill was called by Mr. 
Meredith and gave evidence. He said that he 
had been a Professor of Early and Mediaeval 
Irish History in the National University since 
1909, and had published ‘Celtic Ireland ”’ 
and “ Phases of Irish ‘History and Ancient 


He gave an account of the kind of political 
government existing in Ireland in the last 
quarter of the twelfth century, and said that 
the first right that each citizen of the tuath, 
or State, had as regards fishing was the 
salmon of every place; the second was the 
produce of each wave outside the rock, and 
the next the quick drawing from each stream. 
There was no such right as an exclusive right 
of fishing in the high sea known to the Irish 
law, and no king or Citizen had the right to 
Ed the exclusive right of fishing in the 
igh sea or to hold it. There was no right 
of exclusive fishing in arms of the sea or in 
tidal rivers or navigable rivers. There was a 
right for a person who owned land on the 
bank of a river to erect fishing weirs and to 
have the benefit of those weirs for the purpose 
of fishing. 

The witness referred to the itinerary of 
King Henry II. and King John in Ireland, 
neither of whom, he said, went to Tirconnail. 
He also gave evidence as to the circumstances 
under which grants might be made to 
monasteries. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Jellett, he said that 
undoubtedly so long as Irish law was opera- 
tive in Tirconnail the public right of fishing 
in those waters existed. There was no express 
evidence to indicate the amount or extent of 
fishing that any individual or group of 
individuals could do, 

Mr. Jellett quoted from Mr. MacNeill’s 
own work, ‘Celtic: Ireland,’” tn which, 
referring to the phrase that one killing of 
salmon was lawful, Mr. MacNeill said that 
the meaning was that a person mght lawfully 
take a salmon at or near his own place of 
abode for his own need. 

““ Do you think,” asked Mr. Jellett, “ that 
that right or privilege means a man, with 
dozens or huudredé of others, coming to a 
tidal fishery and taking as many salmon as 
they could get’? Is not the upshot of the 
whole thing charity for needful people ?”” 

The witness replied that he would not put 
that construction upon it. 

Mr. James Lardner, M.A., Lecturer in the 
Trish Language and Literature. in University 
College, Dublin, and Mr, Charles MacNeill, 
who had been Secretary to the Society of 
Antiquarians, were also examined. Mr. Mac- 
Neill stated that there was no English power 
in Tirconaill in Queen Elizabeth's time by 
force of arms. 

The further hearing was adjourned until 
to-day.

COMMERCIAL TRAVELLER’S 


APPEAL, 


(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE 
FITZGIBBON AND MR. JUSTICE 
MURNAGHAN.) 

The hearing was continued of the appeal by 
the plaintiff in the case of O’Dwyer v. Cork 
Distillers Company, Ltd., from the judgment 
entered by Mr. Justice Hanna for defendants 
on the findings of the jury at the trial of the 
action in the High Court. 

The action had. been brought by the appel- 
lant and plaintiff, Shaun O'Dwyer, commer- 
cial traveller and company director, 3 Castle 
avenue, Clontarf, against the defendant com- 
pany, claiming £6,000 damages and £800 
special damages for personal injuries sus- 
tained by him and damage to his metor-eycle 
through the alleged ús. Ei of the defen- 
dant company, their servants and agents, in 
the driving, control and management of a 
Ford sedan motor-car, their property, on the 
public highway near Newtownmountkennedy, 
County Wicklow, on April 22, at a 
bend in the road about three and a half miles 
from Rathnew. | 

The defence was a general denial of the 
alleged causes of action, and a plea that the 
matters complained of by the plaintiff were 
caused solely by his own negligence, and an 
alternative plea that he was guilty of con- 
tributory negligence. 

The grounds of the appeal were mainly 
that the questions left to the jury by the 
learned trial judge if answered in their 
éntirety, would not determine the issues be- 
tween the parties; that he was wrong in 
charging the jury, in the first instance, on 
the question of damages, if it became neces- 
sary; that he improperly rejected evidence 
tendered by the plaintiff and misdirected the 
jury; and that his charge was insufficient and 
misleading, - “ 

Mr. Taupton, K.C., Mr. M. Maguire, K.C., 
and Mr. Geraghty (instructed by Messrs. 
Kennedy and McGonagle) appeared for the 
appellant and plaintiff; and Mr. Fitzgerald, 
K.C., Mr. Dockrell, K.C.,. and Mr. .R. 
McLoughlin (instructed by Messrs. J. H. 
McLoughlin and Sony for the respondent and 
defendant.

WAY TO TAKE THEM. 


That. there are billions of pollen in Lough 
Erne which live and die there, and no means 
of fishing for them, was the case of the local 
fishermen at an inquiry held by Mr. W. 
Crone, of the Northern Ministry of Com- 
merce, at. Enniskillen on. Tuesday, into the 
present state of the salmon, trout and other 
fisheries in Lough Erne. With Mr. Crone 
were. Mr. George Steven, as assessor, and 
Mr. William .Duff, secretary. | | 

Mr.. W. .P. Maguire, solicitor, appeared on 
behalf of .a number of fishermen, and asked 
for an extension of the season. for coarse 
fishing, and for permission to use a 4-inch 
mesh net for the capture of pollen... He 
said that netting for coarse fish could only 
take place from 1st March to 19th August, 
and the spawning season was from. 15th 
March to 15th June, and during that period 
the market was closed. 

W. Donaldson swore that the pollen in the 
Jake were going to waste, and the only net 
that they could use at present legally was a 
7-inch mesh, which was useless. He would 
be in favour of restricted areas against 


preserve the trout. 


MONEY LOST. 


Michael Devlin, 
pollen fishing in Lough Neagh, said that the 
pollen were in great quantities in Lough 
Erne. ‘They lived and died in the lake, and 
thousands of pounds worth of fish were lost 
to the fishermen. The net allowed on Lough 
Erne was useless to catch pollen. 

Montgomery Barnes, on behalf of the 
Fermanagh Anglers’ Association, put forward 
three recommendations—(1) that no leases of 
fishing be given to any private persons; (2) 
a minimum Size of trout to be caught; (ó) 
the Government to assist in stocking rivers 
running into the lake. . 

Mr. Crone said he did not see how the 
Government, could give assistance for the 
stocking of rivers for recreation or pastime. 

Major J. G. Irvine, D.L., as a riparian 
owner, refuted the idea that gentlemen 
wanted the fishing protected for themselves. 
They wanted the trout fishing protected. 
Coarse fish should be taken by any means 
from October until the trout fishing would 
begin. He suggested that no fishermen from 
Lough Neagh or from outside .should be 
allowed to come in to catch coarse fish. 


THE CONSERVATORS’ VIEW. 

Colonel Darley, D.8.0., Chairman of the 
Enniskillen Board of Conservators, said that 
the pollen in Lough Erne were confined to the 
lower lake, and by no means spread all over 
the lake. On the question of a smaller mesh, 
he said that their area was comparatively 
small, and there was the ibility of . its 
being over-fished. They could not take out of 


bred in it. He had not heard a single witness 
mention the subject of the preservation of 
fish. They wanted to take out as much as 
the Government permitted. The Board re- 
commended that the season for coarse fishing 
should coincide with the English season; also 
coarse fishing with rod and line should. be 
allowed without permit. Boys and labourers 
regard fishing with a rod and line for coarse 
fish asa right. They do this to amuse them- 
selves in the summer evenings, and think it 
a great inconvenience to write to Belfast for 
permission to do what had always been done 
without a permit. 

Mr. Crone said that people in the past had 
applied for this permit. In one year as many 
as 500 took out this permit. 

The witness said that the Board was also 
opposed to the giving of leases to any angler 
or anglers, as it was in opposition to the 
public interest. If the trout were not to go 
down in numbers, there must be some form 
of protection. 

Other witnesses gave evidence, and the

REPORT FOR SEPTEMBER, 1928. 

A dry month on the whole, generally fine 
and bright, but rather cool, and some frost 
towards the end. There was a good deal of 
east wind, but sunshine was abundant; heavy 
showers were frequently recorded, but. the 
month was a favourable one for harvest work. 
In Ulster the frost was sufficiently scvere to 
make ice visible, while a fine aurora was 
noticed in Co. Down on the 18th. At Ban. 
bridge the shade temperature varied from 
72 degrees, on the 2nd, to 27 degrees, on the 
26th. The heaviest rainfall was in the West, 
and the driest district was near Dublin. 
Heavy daily falls were not numerous, the 
highest reported ‘being 1.87 inches on the 
5rd: at Ballynahmeh, Co. Galway, and 1.71 
inches on the 7th at Leenane. Total rainfall

ITS AUTHORITY AND 
FUNCTIONS. 
PAPER READ AT TRUTH 
SOCIETY CONFERENCE,

At last nights conference of the 
Catholic Truth Society in Ireland, at 
which the Bishop of Ross presided, the 
Very Rev. P. Lyons, P.P., V.F., read a 
paper on ‘‘ A Catholic Nation: its Govern- 
ing Authority and Functions,’’ in the 
course of which he said that, as the dis- 
tribution of poisonous drugs was con- 
trolled in the modern State, the Catholic 
State would as rigorously prevent the 
circulation of soul poisons within its 
horders. 

Therefore, the lecturer added, a censor- 
ship of the Press, of the stage, and of the 
cinema would be part of the ordinary 
machinery, and she would also keep a 
watchful eye on the liquor saloons, the 
betting offices and the dance halls.

BINDING FORCE OF THE LAWS. 

faking as his subject, ‘‘A Catholic Nation: 
Its Governing Authority and Functions,” the 
Very Rev. Canon Lyons, P.P., V.F., stated 
that “all power is from God,’’ and adopted 
the view that civil sovereignty was, through 
ihe natural law, directly received from God 
by the people, and thence entrusted to the 
rulers of the State by the ordinary methods 
sanctioned by custom. This implied that the 
people might regulate or restrict this 
sovereignty when their representatives sat in 
constituent assembly. Understood in this 
light, the express declaration in many modern 
Constitutions, including that of Saorstat 
Fireann, that the rulers drew their powers 
from the consent of the governed conflicted 
in no way with the Catholic teaching that 
all power to rule comes from God. 

Civil rulers were the ministers of God, with 
consciences of their own to guide them as to 
how far and how closely they were to reflect 
the mandate of the electorate. Generally 
speaking, the electorates had their remedy if 
their rulers grievously overstepped their 
mandate, which was sometimes cynically ex- 


pressed, ‘“‘ Every country has the Govern- 
ment it deserves.’’ As to the best form of 
government, Pope Leo XIII. taught that 


‘the right to rule is not bound up with any 
special form of government.” The true test 
was the common welfare. Consequently they 
found Popes crowning Kings and blessing 
Republics. 
The laws made by the State for the govern- 
ment of her citizens were binding in 
conscience, and when the law dealt with a 
matter of serious importance it was a mortal 
sin to commit wilfully a serious breach of it. 
“This,” added the lecturer, “may give 
many of us a useful mental jolt and bring 
home to us the sacred character of the civil 
law. Penal laws were no exception, but a 
law which was palpably unjust might be dis- 
oheyed and defeated. 
FUNCTIONS OF THE STATE. 
The primary functions of the State were 
the maintenance of public order and the pro- 
tection of the four fundamental rights of each 
citizen. These were: the right to the safety 
of his life and person; to the inviolability of 
his home and family life; to his property, 
and to his character or reputation. The State 
was hound to secure these rights by main- 
taining a Legislature, an Executive Govern- 
ment, a judiciary, a police force, an army 
tu repel external aggression, and an equitable 
system of taxation. 
“ The State,’’ continued Canon Lyons, “ is 
within her right in trying to make men good 
and better. And, further, it is her duty to 
do so” With the teaching of Leo XIII. 
before them, no Catholic could hold that it 
was the sole duty of the State to maintain 
order and protect rights while remaining 
indifferent to the higher welfare of her 
citizens. It was much more to the State’s 
interest and to the common good to have 
citizens obey her laws with an internal moral 
response than to rely on mere external force, 
on the omnipresent policeman. If the State 
was bound -to-dovher best for her citizens, she 
was therefore bound to make them good. 


CHURCH AND STATE. 

The Catholic position was simply stated. 
In purely spiritual matters the Church was 
absolutely independent. In purely temporal 
concerns the State was absolutely indepen- 
dent. In mixed questions each society deals 
with its own side of the case. A good 
example was the provision in the Saorstat 
for the religious and civil effects of the 
marriage contract. In case of disagreement, 
the more widely diffused Society must draw 
the line of demarcation between the two 
interests. Politicians who were jealous of 
spiritual influence would scoff at such a 
claim. The State might refuse to recognise 
the Church’s right to adjudicate. Hence so 
many religious persecutions. 

The best known of the false theories of 
Church and State — Erastianism and 
J hism—sent the State into the domain 
of the Church to rule, regulate and often 
rob her. Erastianism gets its name from 
a snap thesis of Erastus, the Swiss reformer, 
but it was the English divine, Hooker, who 
elaborated it into a synthesis. He laid down 
that the consent of the people, as voiced by 
Parliament, was necessary to make Church 
law valid. And the gra of the 
Protestant Church in England to-day provided 
a striking object lesson of that disastrous 
theory in practice. Witness at the moment 
the mess over the new Prayer Book. Such 
a tangle the Catholic Church never had to un- 
ravel, for her Divine constitution rendered it 
impossible. Joseph/ the Hapburg Emperor 
of Austria, set his jurists and university pro- 
fessors to teach that the Church was a State 
department of police, subservient to the in- 
terests of the State, and that the State was 
the administrator of Church property. Both 
theories had one common feature—a desire te 
oppress the Church, regulate her affairs and 
crab her patrimony. Nowadays, with his- 
tory’s warning of the failure of religious per- 
secutions, — statesmen would learn that 
religious disputes were settled better by 
concordats and agreements than by brute 
force.

The Catholic State would have nothing to 
do with the “ policeman theory.” Its rulers 
would be guided by the explicit teaching of 
Leo XIII., that they were bound by the law 
of nature to foster religion and the worship 
of God. They would be aware that it was 
their duty to protect the Church and afford 
her reasonable facilities in her task. They 
would also expect to see the Catholic State 
invoke publicly, officially and solemnly the 
blessing of God and of His Church on all im- 
portant projects. 
PUBLIC MORALS. 
On questions of public morality Catholic 
rulers would be all eyes and ears to detect 
abuses and occasions of sin and crime, and 
speedily to eliminate them by the administra- 
tion of effective laws. ‘‘If,’’ added Canon 
Lyons, *‘ the distribution of poisonous drugs. 
is very properly controlled in the modern 
State, the Catholic State will as rigorously 
prevent the circulation of soul poisons within 
its borders. Therefore, a censorship of the 
Press, of the stage, and of the cinema will 
be part of the ordinary machinery. Similarly, 
she will keep a watchful eye on the liquor 
saloons, the bett@g offices and the dance 
halls, lest the physical and moral stamina of 
youth be undermined.

Government."

SOCIAL PROBLEMS. 
On social problems the Catholic State 
would wisely steer between the rock of 
laissez-faire and the whirlpool of Socialism. 
Social legislation would include enactments 
on wages and strikes, on hours and conditions 
of labour, and on factory life and child 
labour. Amongst her projects of social 
amelioration would be an effort to deal with 
the ever-recurring problem of unemployment. 
housing for the workers, and the establish- 
ment of Conciliation Boards for the settle- 
ment of labour disputes. He believed that 
the Saorstat could called a Catholic State, 
and he hoped she would give an example of 
good government that would win the admira- 
tion of fair-minded men all over the world. 
It might be asked: Why the delay over 
the Clean Press Bill?

These were matters 
that could only be explained by those 
responsible. If not on the strength of their 
performance, certainly on the principles laid 
down, their rulers were entitled to appeal 
for a greater reverence for, and a readier 
obedience to, the laws of the Soarstat. 


THE VOTE OF THANKS. 
The Rev. 1. Reegan, C.8.8.R., proposing 
a vote of thanks to the lecturer,.said that 
though directly concerned with the temporal 
or secular interests of the citizens the State 
could not overlook or disregard their eternal 
welfare. Regarding the question of censor- 
ship, it was scarcely necessary to remark, he 
said, that the State had at ‘times felt itself 
justified, and with reason, in imposing restric- 
tions on the citizens’ use of liberty. During 
war-time the censorship of news was in 
operation, news the publication of which was 
considered »alculated to weaken the morale of 
the nation if it were published and read. 
The State did not consider it safe to allow 
the citizens to use their liberty in this 
respect.

KINGSTOWN HARBOUR 
AS SEAPLANE BASE. 


SUGGESTION AT DISTRICT 
COUNCIL MEETING. 
_ Kingstown Urban District Council last 
night discussed the suitability cf Kingstown 
Harbour for a seaplane base. 
Mr. J. M. Devitt moved the adoption of 
the Publicity Committee’s report, which 
stated that the recent entry of a large pas- 
senger seaplane had drawn attention to the 
possible use of the harbour as an air port or 
seaplane base. The report went on to say 
that the benefits to the township that would 
accrue from such a development could hardly 
be exaggerated. As @ practical preliminary 
step it was suggested that the Council should 
call a meeting, to which the Minister for 
Ii.dustry and Commerce, or his representa- 
tives, Mr. Dolan, T.D.; Colonels Fitzmaurice 
and Russell, and other interested persons 
should be invited for the discussion and for- 
mulation of plans. 
Mr. Devitt added that the committee's 
secretary already had been in touch with the 
Minister for Industry and Commerce and the 
recently formed Aero Club, and had received 
a very favourable hearing. It would be a 
tremendous thing for the district if it were 
recognised as a seaplane base. Its possibili- 
ties had been demonstrated by the Hon. A. 
fi. Guinness, who landed and took-off easily 
in his seaplane a few weeks ago. The harbour 
was an ideal place for such a base, 
Mr. Rollins seconded the report, and it 
was adopted.

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Further. evidence in opposition to the 
application for a tariff on imported pack- 
ing and wrapping papers, cardboards and 
folding box boards was heard by the Free 
State Tariff Commission yesterday. The 
application has been put forward by paper 
manufacturers in the Free State, and 
suggests a 354 per cent. Customs duty. 

The Commission sat in Dublin, with 
Mr. J. J. McElligott (Chairman) pre- 
siding, and Professor Whelehan and Dr. 
Hinchcliffe also present, as members of the 
Commission. . 

The Chairman, at the opening of the 
sitting, mentioned that the terms of the 
application had been modified, and that 
the proceedings henceforth would be con- 
ducted on the basis of the new terms. 


ANTICIPATED EFFECTS. 


LESS TRADE FOR PRINTERS. 


Mr. Fitzsimmons (Chairman of the Dublin 
Master Printers’ Association), giving ev!- 
dence, said that, with the exception of one 
member, all the firms joined in the Associa- 
tion opposed the application. Their raw mate- 
rials were mostly obtained from Germany, 
and they had to deal with different mills for 
different classes of paper. The tax, if im- 
posed, would, he thought, mean increased 
cost to the consumer. They had done trade 
with Clondalkin, but the paper they got was 
never very satisfactory. It was very irregular 
in build and cut, which made a difficulty for 
the printer. They had no objection to an 
Irish mill which would supply paper of the 
quality and at the price that would keep their 
business going. They gave Irish mills pre- 
ference. 

The immediate effect of the suggested dutv 
would be an inevitable increase in the cost 
of production on all goods manufactured by 
the Educational Book Company of Ireland, on 
whose behalf he spoke. There would be a 
restriction of output as a consequence of in- 
creased cost, and extinction of export trade 
because of higher manufacturing costs. Their 
competitors would have the advantage of the 
lower costs. 

His firm’s export trade was secured solely 
by the use of the most miodern plant and 
an attempt to secure something like mass 
production in articles used in schools and 
colleges. They would always welcome a 
development of Irish industries on sound 
financial and business-like lines, so that the 
public would be enabled to purchase as good 
an article at as cheap a price as could be 
obtained from other countries. 

A PROBLEMATICAL CLAIM. 

The claim of the applicants that, with a 
Customs duty, they could equip, finance and 
secure the services of competent managements 
to the extent of allowing them to operate 
these mills as an economic proposition 
against world competition, had, in his Asso- 
ciation’s opinion, no sound. basis, and was 
entirely problematical. Their past experi- 
ence of the product of Irish mills 
had been anything but satisfactory. 
Manufacturers like his firm, in the event of 
a tariff, would either pass the added cost 
on to their customers or reduce the quality 
of the books supplied at the expense of 
their industry and to the advantage of their 
competitors outside the country. 

Replying to Mr. Maguire (for opponents), 
Mr. Fitzsimmons said that he was satisfied 
the objection to the tax was well founded, 
and, as far as Irish mills were concerned, the 
Dublin master printers gave preference to 
their products, provided they were equal in 
quality and that there was not a very great | 
difference in price in comparison with the 
imported article.

Answering Professor Whelehan, the witness 
said that he could not say what the present 
mills could do in the way of. producing paper 
until he knew what they propesed to put in 
in the way of equipment, ie did not say 
that. the export of copy: books was a very 
serious matter from the point of view of the 
master printers in Dublin, but it was a 
serious question as far as his firm was con- 
cerned. 
STATIONERY PRODUCTS. 

Mr. J. C. M. Eason, past Chairman of the 
Master Printers’ Association, giving evidence, 
said that he did not claim that the export 
was a very large business for the trade in 
Dublin, but it would be a very serious matter 
for his firm if the application were granted 
and 355 tax put on the imports. 

They did not expect that the tariff would 
render the Irish mulls efficient in the full 
sense of the word. It might lead to an in- 
crease in the number employed, but the 
number would depend entirely upon the 
extent to which the mills succeeded in making 
the products which were required by buyers 
at home. 
Several 


master printers were engaged in 
the manufacture of stationery. They made 
exercise books, pass books, memorandum 
books, etc., and in the manufacture of these 
they were using materials on which it was in- 
tended to levy a duty. The effect of the 
tariff on their production would be to in- 
crease the cost to the extent of one-third of 
the value of the material, which would in- 
volve extra capital, and ultimately increased 
prices or reduced quality. 

There would be even a more important 
effect as a result of that application being 
granted. The applicants stated that ‘ paper 
which forms part of any article’’ will be ex- 
cluded from the duty. This would allow 
into competition imported manufactured 
goods of a similar kind partly made from 
raw material costing one-third less than the 
home manufacturers would have to pay. 


A CHARGE ON INDUSTRY. 
Consequently, they would represent that, 
should a tariff be imposed on the lines sought 
for by the applicants, all the goods referred 
to which came under the general description 
of manufactured stationery would also require 


to be protected. 
If the application were granted it would 
become a direct charge upon industry. In 


many cases the articles affected would be in- 
creased in price to the public. They pro- 
tested against the view that there was a 
margin from which increased costs such as 
this could be met, and that the trade was in a 
condition to absorb without harm the inci- 
dence of increased costs. It was. wholly 
wrong to contemplate with equanimity an in- 
creased cost, even though it might appear to 
be distributed over a large number of busi- 
nesses. 

Mr. John Guy, of Messrs. Guy and Com- 
any, Limited, Cork, said that the Cork 
Master Printers, by resolution, strongly op- 
posed the application, as it would be against 
the interests of the trade and of the country. 
The tariff would have a very adverse effect 
on trade, and cause serious unemployment in 
any department directly concerned. It would 
also greatly increased the cost of both manu- 
factured and unmanufactured goods. 


SIGNIFICANT FIGURES. 

Mr. V. Crowley, of Messrs. Kennedy, 
Crowley and Co., auditars and accountants, 
Dublin, who gave evidence on behalf of the 
Dublin Master Printers and the Irish Master 
Printers’ Associations, gave it as his opiwion, 
based on the figures and information with 
which he had been supplied, that the grant- 
ing of the tariff would have á serious effect 
on the printing and allied trades industry, 
and would result in the unemployment of a 
large number employed at present in the 
trade. The industry could not afford to pay 
the large increase in the cost of its raw 
material that would be the consequence of 
the tariff.

Salaries and wages paid in the printing in- 
dustry represented 46.5 per cent. of the 
output—the highest percentage in any of the 
fourteen industries in respect of which 
statistics had been published up to date. 
There was only one, the brewing industry, 
which employed a greater number of persons, 
and there were only three others—brewing, 
bacon, and tobacco—which had a greater 
Output. 

He pointed out that, according to the 
applicants’ figures, since the imposition of 
the duty in Great Britain the consumption of 
paper had been considerably reduced. Accord- 
ing to the published statistics, in the two 
years during which the 16 2-3 per cent. duty 
had obtained in Great Britain, the imports of 
wrapping paper into Great Britain had dée- 
creased by only 18 per cent., as compared 
with the quantity imported in the three years 
prior to the imposition of the duty. . 

Mr. Edward T. Godkin, managing director, 
Messrs. ‘Cherry and Smalldridge, Lid., 
Dublin, said that his firm had a substantial 
connection for cardboard boxes in England, 
Scotland and Wales, and a substantial export 
trade to those countries. The tariff duty 
applied for, if granted, would kill that 
section of their trade On their purchase 
of Kraft and imitation Kraft paper in a year 
the cost would be increased by £1,000 a year 
by a tariff of 33 1-3 per cent. Paper, said 
the witness, was a raw material of the print- 
ing trade, and anything that would hamper 
the free ‘marketing of that material would 
affect the amount of printing ordered. 


BOX-MAKERS' CASE. 

Mr. M. J. O'Reilly, of Messrs. P. 
O’Reilly’s, Ltd., Dublin, said that his firm 
was the largest manufacturer of cardboard 
boxes in the Free State. A tariff such as 
that suggested, or even less, would increase 
their selling prices considerably. Slfould the 
prices of cartons be increased beyond the 
economic level, the demand would fall off and 
a reduction in the numbers of employed 
would follow in the box-making industry. He 
considered that three out of the four 
Dublin paper mills were practically obsolete 
in their present condition, and could not 
turn out even the commonest brown paper 
economically. His firm could never get satis-

_ Lunacy in the Free State, 

The pressure of ‘modern life does not 
favour the decline of lunacy, and this 
country provides no exception to the rule. 
Forty years ago there were 21,000 certified 
lunatics in the whole of an Ireland whose 
population was larger by half a million 
than it is to-day. At the end of last year 
20,042 insane persons were under care in 
the Free State alone—a net increase of 
155 during the year—and the accommoda- 
tion of some of the county homes and 
mental hospitals begins to be overtaxed. 
Although the annual report of the 
inspector of the Free State's mental 
hospitals does not consider this aspect of a 
sad problem, it is an interesting and 
suggestive document. The affliction of 
lunacy falls almost equally upon the 
sexes; for 51.9 per cent. of the insane 
persons in Free State establishments are 
males and 48.1 are females. We might 
expect the industria] centres on the one 
hand, and the remoter rural areas on the 
other, to be most prolific of lunacy. In 
the cities life-is noisy and nerve-wrecking ; 
in the remoter areas it suffers a monotony 
which is, perhaps, even mpre dangerous to 
mental health. Life, we might think, 
would be most healthily balanced in those 
districts where neither “rush” nor 
monotony predominates. At first sight the 
present report challenges this expectation. 
None of the cities possesses the largest 
proportion of lunatics, and, on paper, the 
counties of the western seaboard—ziving 
the lie to some of the newest novelists and 
playwrights—enjoy a high standard of 
sanity. According to the official statistics, 
lunacy is most rife in County Waterford, 
which has 9.29 insane persons per 1,000 
of its population. Donegal, with 4.56 per 
thousand, stands lowest on the list, and 
Mayo and Kerry, with 5.11 and 5.15 
respectively, are well below the urban 
areas. These figures, however,,as the 
report. explains, may be misleading; for 
the statistics are governed by the varying 
degrees of thoroughness with which 
different areas put insane persons under 
care, and there is no record of the number 
of such persons who are still at large. We 
may hope that henceforward two causes— 
the modern developments of hygiene and 
the decline of drunkenness—will 
increasingly to reduce insanity in Lreland. 
A stout blow in the fight will have been 
struck when the illicit traffic in poteen has 
been exterminated. 
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Wild Animals. 


Civilisation is discovering its. duty to 


wild animals. Formerly the man who 
killed hundreds of elephants = was 
applauded as a mighty hunter. To-day 


we give our praise to the man—not less 
courageous--who pursues wild life with 
the camera and, through the picture-houses, 
admits youth and age to the delights oí 
natural history. Encouraging reports of 
the campaign to preserve rare species of 
animals were received, on Monday, at the 
annual meeting of the Society for the 
Preservation of the Fauna of the Empire. 
In the East Indies the Dutch Govern- 
ment now protects the giant lizards of 
Komodo—the nearest living approach to 
Tennyson's ‘dragons of the prime.”’ The 
Belgian Government of the Congo is con- 
verting a part of the Kivu region into a 
nature reserve after the manner of the 
Kruger National Park in the Transvaal. 
It will cover an area of six thousand 
square miles, and will include the home 
of the pygmies and of the largest gorillas. 
The pygmies are being saved in the nick 
of time; for only some three hundred of 
this primitive race now survive. There are 
three large reservations for wild animals 
in the Federated Malay States. The 
British Society is anxious that similar 
sanctuaries shall be established through- 
out. British Africa; and the need is 
urgent, since several species of the larger 
fauna are threatened with extinction. 
Lord Rothschild, pleading for the white 
rhinoceros “of South. Africa, said that one 
poacher had. exported thirty tons of its 
horns in the present year. Zululand now 
possesses only twenty of these creatures, 
and there is a plan to capture them and 
to transfer them to the Kruger National 
Park. It is good news that the Dutch 
Government has stopped an inhuman 
trafic—the wholesale export of orang-utan 
from the East Indies to the menageries 
and circuses of Europe,

4 detailed account is now available of 
what was undoubtedly the most dramatio 
moment in the Zeppelin’s flight across the 
Atlantic, when, amid a storm of wind 
and rain, volunteers from the crew had to 
crawl out to effect emergency repairs to 
the damaged fin. A sudden lurch of the 
~reat vessel, caused apparently by 
inn violent action on the part of the helms- 
man. broke a small window in the bottom 
port fin, and the wind, gaining an imme- 
diate hold, ripped off a large piece of 
fabric measuring 50 feet by feet, leav- 
ing a gaping hole, giving entrance directly 
into the huge 4,000,000 cubic feet gas bag 
containing the fuel and lifting gas. 
Dr. Eckener, the commander, decided 
that immediate measures were necessary 
te ensure the safety of the craft, and four 
volunteers, headed by his son, climbed out 
over the duralumium girders in the black- 


ness of the night, dimly illumined by the 
feeble light of electric torches, and cling- 
ing desperately with toes and fingers to 
whatever supports they could find, while 
the airship pitched and tossed above 
them 

The tatters of the torn cotton fabric, 
heavy with metal paste, whipped about 
them as they worked on their precarious 
perch, with nothing between them and the 
tossing billows 1, feet below. 


BEDCLOTHES USED. 
They did a job worthy of any old salt 
reefing a sail in a sudden blow off Cape 
Horn. Any and all materials available 
were employed .to stuff the hole, even 
blankets and sheets being torn off 
passengers’ beds to fill the breach before 
the storm had a chance irretrievably to 
damage the Zeppelin’s interior. 
After five hours’ Herculean efforts these 
four heroes had succeeded in doing their 
job. The loose ends of the fabric lashing 
about in the storm were caught up and 
twisted around the yirders, and then 
twelve blankets, stoutly sewn together, 
were fastened over the gaping hole to 
make a temporary wall of protection. 
Even at Lakehurst this morning pre- 
parations were already being rushed on 
to effect a complete repair.

BISHOP OF CARLISLE AND 
RECENT DECISIONS. 

The Bishop of Carlisle, in his presi- 
dential address at Carlisle Diocesan Con- 
ference yesterday, said that he would not 
hesitate, when the time came, to defend 
the decisions reached at the recent bishops’ 
meeting. He-intended to consult the views 
of both. clergy and laity in his diocese on 
present issues. 

It had been suggested that an agreed 
and non-controversial Book might be sub- 
mitted to the House of Commons, but it 
took the Charch twenty years to reach 
agreement upon the Book already sub- 
mitted, and would it very easily reach 
agreement upon some other basis, and was 
that basis one upon which loyalty and 
obedience were likely willingly to be 
offered by members of every variety of 
opinion within the Church? It would 
cause consternation if the bishops should 
ask their clergy and congregations to abide 
strictly by the Prayer-book of 1662, and 
he did not think that the bishops would 
be acting wisely if they yielded to many 
who desired them to take no action.

Mr. Herbert. Hoover, Republican Presi- 
dential candidate, last night launched a 
tirade against critics of the Government, 
denying their charges that ‘‘ America made 
a profit from. the’ world “war,” and that 
foreign debts ‘‘ were wrung from the blood 
of other countries.’’ 

Mr. Hoover said—*‘ This is absolutely 
untrue. While certain individuals’ may 
have profited, as a whole this country was 
a great loser by the war. We emerged 
from it with the loss of life of our sons, 
with depleted health of others, with huge 
debts in taxes, inflated currency, inflated 
agriculture, useless factories, with a 
shortage of housing and other facilities for 
the very basis of living, with suspended 
public works, inadequate communications, 
demoralised railways, and countless other 
national losses which will continue for 
generations. '' 

Payment of war debts and international 
trade were given major significance as 
political issues in the Presidential cam- 
paign by Mr. Hoover. i 


AGAINST CANCELLATION. 
Denying that the Republican tariff 
would prevent foreign countries from 
making payments on their war debts, Mr. 
Hoover insisted that, on the other hand, 
the increased -buying power of European 
nations would enable them to meet their 
obligations. 

‘* Two assertions have been made in con- 
nection with our ‘war debts and foreign 
trade, that merit a word,” said the candi- 
date. ““The first is one I referred to 
before—that tariff prevents the importa: 
tion of. goods necessary to pay the interest 
upon those loans. The second is that 
these payments ultimately must be made 
in goods, and that these goods some day 
will replace the -output: of our factories 
and reduce employment of our working- 
men. 

“This. latter argument has ~ been 
vigorously .put foxward as- a reason. for 
cancelling our war debts. I deny its 
practical validity. All the arguments 
which I have applied to the fallacy that a 
protective tariff. ruins our export trade 
apply equally in this matter. 

““ As I have said, the tariff can effect 
but a smal! percentage of the buying power 
of foreign.countries._ In .the end ‘it will 
probably increase imports because, by in- 
creasing our domestic prosperity, it enables 
us to buy far more goods or raw material. 


TOURIST: TRAFFIC PROFITS. 

‘‘ Approximately three hundred and 
twenty million dollars annually is due us 
upon war debt settlements, and that 
represents to-day less than five per cent. 
of the total annual buying power of foreign 
countries for our goods and other purposes. 

“Of this five per cent., four-fifths would 
be paid through invisibles; as duty-free 
goods amount only to one per cent. of 
competitive goods. The -hard, practical 
fact etiters here also, which is that their 
buying power from us constantly is in- 
creasing. The fact is.that the increase in 
our tourist expenditure alone in Europe 
since the war would enable them to take 
care of the entire amount of their annua! 
payments on these debts.

AMSTERDAM, Tuesday. 

A large and representative gathering of 
international art dealers and conndisseuré 
packed Messrs. F. Muller and Company's 
auction room this afternoon for the sale 
of the famous Six collection of pictures. 
Even the great expectations placed upon 
the sale from a money point of view were 
vastly exceeded, the total proceeds coming 
to approximately two. million florins~-- 
about £165,000: , 

Four ‘centuries ago Jan Six, later 
Burgomaster of Amsterdam, became the 
patron of the Dutch master, Rembrandt, 
and commissioned him to make portraits 
ef the Six family. “These pictures, with 
others, formed the Six collection that has 
existed as an unbroken whole ever since ; 
but to-day, as the result of the death last, 
year of Professor Jan Six, the last. owner 
of the family collection, a number of the 
pictures were under the hammer, being 
part of the undivided part of the estate. 


TREASURES KEPT FOR HOLLAND. 
There was general apprehension in 
Holland at the fate of many priceless 
treasures, and especially at the fact that 
a collection so well known outside art 
circles should be so disintegrated. These 
feelings are tempered by the knowledge 
that the backbone of the collection, the 
original Six family portraits, were not up 
for sale, thanks to the beneficence of Sir 
Henry Deterding, who has provided for 
keeping the portraits in Holland in perpe- 
tuity. Furthermore, two of the most 
valuable pictures offered to-day will also 
remain in Holland, having been pur- 
chased respectively by the Rembrandt 
Society for the Ryks Museum and bv 


Sir Henry Deterding for the Hague 
Mauritshuis. The former, a ‘‘ Dutch 
Interior, by Pieter de Hoogh, was sold 
for £12,000, and. the latter, Gerard 


Terborch’s “ Young Woman Seated at a 
Table, Writing ’’—in which the subject 
represents the artist’s sister Gesina— 
brought £26,500. . 

Reuter’s Correspondent states that the 
majority of the pictures are not going to 
America, as was feared, but were bought 
mostly for Dutch private collectors. 


REMBRANDT ETCHINGS.. 

The Rembrandt works offered consisted 
of ten copies of etchings and drawings. 
including the second-state Portrait of 
Burgomaster. Six reading at a window, 


which brought over £8,000, while the 
third-state copy of the same _ etching 
realised over £2,500. The Rembrandt 


sketch, ‘‘ Joseph Relating His Dreams, 
fetched over £3,500; “ Issac Blessinz 
Jacob,” £1,650, and “ Professor Joan 
Devman’s Anatomy Lesson,’’ £1,375.

The Special Tribunal for the defence of the 
State met at Lucca to-day for the trial of 


Spadoni, who are accused of the murder of 
two Fascists.

st COUNTY BOROUGHS. 

‘The position of the county boroughs on 
the list might be accounted for to some extent 
by the accessibility of the mental hospitals in 
these areas, although, on the other hand, the 
higher urban infant death rate cannot be 
without effect in reducing this number of 
cases of congenital mental deficiency. 

“ The differences disclosed by the table are 
not. however, to be explained by any ange 
cause; they are due to many compiex 
influences, social and economic, and possibly 
to different views as to what justifies confine- 
ment, and also to varying practice as to dis- 
charge from institutions. ' 

“é The repugnance to sending patients to 
mental hospitals does not now exist to the 
same degree as formerly, but it 1s not pos- 
sible to measure to what extent the breaking 
down of old prejudice tends to fill up institu- 
tions in one county more than another. 

‘It is possible that if all the relevant facts 
could be ascertained it would be found that 
there is little difference in the,incidence of 
insanity, and that the counties at the head of 
the fist with a high proportion of persons 
under care are those in which there are 
relatively small numbers at home or at large, 

and that the high proportion merely indicates 
the greater extent to which persons needing 
care have been brought undcr supervision in 
these areas.” 

The total number of insane persons’ deaths 
during 1927 was 1,069, or 38 more than in 
1926. Pulmonary tuberculosis accounted for 
191 deaths, epilepsy for 36, malignant disease 
and other tumours for 29, and general 
paralysis of the insane for 8. 

The highest death rate was in Killarney 
Mental Hospital, where it was 11.5 per cent. 
of the daily average number resident, and 
the lowest was 3.7 per cent., the rate in 
Monaghan. 


OVERCROWDED HOSPITALS. 

Drawing attention to overcrowding in 
various mental hospitals, the report says :— 

“The increase recorded at the end of each 
year since 1920 in the numbers remaining in 
the mental hospitals raises a serious problem 
for the local authorities. There are now 
only three mental hospitals of which it can 
be said there is |ample margin of accom- 
modation for new cases on both the male and 
female sides. In the remainder the number 
of patients resident exceeds the accommoda. 
tion on either or both sides of the house. 

"“ Additional provision has, therefore, be: 
come necessary to remedy the overcrowding. 
The Poor Law ea which reported 
last year, considered this question and re- 
commended that the insane inmates of the 
county homes and other poor law institutions. 
together with a proportion of the chronic 
and harmless cases in the mental hospitals, 
should be provided for in auxiliary mental 
hospitals on the model of that at Youghal. 
This proposal, if given effect to, would re- 
lieve the mental hospitals. . 

““Last year 12.5 per cent. of admissions to 
the mental hospitals came from the county 
homes, and each year similar transfers to a 
greater or lesser extent take place. Many 
of these patients are old debilitated cases, 
suffering from mental disorders incidental to 
old age. Their presence in the mental hdospi- 
tal makes it more difficult to provide properly 
for the medical and nursing treatment of the 
cases of acute menta)] disorder. 

“The Commission recognised that in the 
smaller areas it would not be economical to 
set up separate institutions, and recom- 
mended that districts should combine where 
the numbers needing provision would not 
warrant separate establishments. The setting 
up by one county or district of an auxiliary 
institution, of which the neighbouring 
ccunties could avail, would serve the same 
end as a combination of districts. A few 
committees of management have already be- 
gun to move in the matter, and it is hoped 
that all will take definite action towards ful- 
filling the duty of providing and maintaining 
safficient accommodation for the insane 
which the law imposes on them.”’

On the completion of a very 
distinguished University and _ theological 
course at Maynooth, where he was ordained 
in 1923, he went to Paris. For the last five 
vears he studied in the science departments 

” Paris University and the /nstitut 
Vatholique. Many of the papers read 
by him on the results of his 
investigations at meetings of the Academte 
des . Sciences were published in the 
transactions of that body. In January, 1928, 
he was awarded the Doctorate of Science by 
the University of Paris with the highest 
honours, the title of the thesis which he

ANCIENT CLASSICS. 

The Rev. John O'Neill, M.A. (National 
University), Ph.D. (Chicago), was appointed 
to the Chair of Ancient Classics. 

r. O'Neill was born in Bantry, and, 
having finished his University course in Cork, 
he was awarded the degree of Master of Arts 
with first class honours, and the travelling 
studentship (£400) in Ancient Classics, a prize 
open to all the colleges of the National 
University. Having’ complétéed his theological 
studies, he went to the University of Chicago 
to pursue his work on thé ancient classics, 
éit part in an archeological expedition to 
Greece and the Holy Land, and obtained the 
degree of Doctor of Philosophy of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago on a work published by 
him dealing with Ancient Corinth. 

During the year 1927-28 he lectured on the 
classics in the University of Illinois.

Dr. O'Dohertv is a native of the Diocese 
of Derry. While in St. Columb's College, 
Derry, he carried off in all the grade. first- 
class exhibitions in the classical course, the 
modern language course and also in the 
science course. When he entered Maynooth 
he followed the classical course and obtained 
the Bachelor of Arts degree with first-class 
honours. During his time in the theological 
course he was always the leading student in 
his year, and closed his career as a student 
by winning the degree Of Doctor of Theology, 
after a very brilliant publie defence, and on 
a thesis, soon to be published, in which 
he traces the sources of Pelagianism.

MR. HEARST’S PART IN 
THE PUBLICATION.

FROM REUTER'S CORRESPONDENT. 


PARIS, Tuesday. 
. “Mr, Horan and Mr. Hearst, by their 
public declarations and by their actions 
in France as well as abroad, 


correspondent in Paris of the Universal 


made known to the public,” says the 
Ministry for Foreign Affairs in a Note 
issued to-night :— , 


his own signature on October 8th, declared 
while at the Prefecture of Police: 

(1) That, after having tried by various 
means to procure the text. of the Franco- 


British cumpromise regarding the limitation 
of naval armaments, he had charged M. Roger 
Delablanque, his paid correspondent, to make 


every effort to get hold of the same, promis- 
ing him, ih case of his success, a certain sum, 
the amount of which has not yet been 
definitely ascertained, but which the person 
interested expected to be 10,000 francs. 

(2) That M. Delablanque had handed him 
two documents referring to the said compro- 
mise—i.e., a brief historical ‘réswme of the 
Cee! rage which had led to the Franco- 

ritish compromise and a copy of the 
collective communication addressed on the 
subject to French representatives abroad. 

(3) That M. Delablanque had told him that 
he had been able to obtain. these documents 
from a qualified official at the Ministry of 
Foreign Affairs, M. de Noblet, whose name 
he mentioned in order to guarantee the 
authentieity of the documents he was handing 
over. 

(4) That the documents had been handed 
by him (Mr. Horan) to Mr. Hearst in Paris, 
with full information with regard to the 
manner in whieh he had procured. them. 

(5) ‘That Mr. Hearst, after a careful exami- 
nation, had returned him the second docu- 
ment, with instructions. to telegraph it 
urgently to America, and to give it as much 
prominence as possible. 

(6) That, after having carried out these in- 
structions, he had that same day returned 
the second document to Mr. Hearst. 

“In making these statements Mr. Horan 
asked for the intervention of the  Pre- 
fecture of Police with a view to obtaining 
from the competent authorities, on the one 
hand, the diminution of the punishment 
ixicurred by him. and, on the other hand, 
the assurance that these denunciations 
would not be used either in the interroga- 
tion of the persons he had denounced nor 
in the fixing of any penalties which might 
eventually be imposed against them. 


MR. HORAN’S REQUEST. 

“These conditions have been observed 
by the Prefecture of Police, which at no 
time referred to these statements of 
Horan’s in order to obtain statements 
from the two other persons responsible. 
Mr. Horan, however, had spontaneously 
and deliberately made known to the public 
the existence of the deposition which he 
signed at the Prefecture of Police while 
attempting to misrepresent it to his own 
profit against the French authorities.

THE SILENT VALLEY 
RESERVOIR, 


QUESTION OF A GONTRACT. 


Important decisions are stated to be pend- 
ing in relation to the future of the scheme 
for the construction of a huge storage reser- 
voir in the Silent Valley, Mourne Mountains. 

The Board of Engineers. appointed as the 
outcome of the arbitration between Messrs. 
Pearson, contractors, London, and the Water 
Board have submitted an.jmportant réport 
to the Belfast Water Commissioners, in which 
they recommend that the construction. work 
be now proceeded with by Messrs. Pearson. 

The Water Board have dévoted a. special 
sitting to the consideration of this report, 
and by a majority have decided that the 
recommendations of the Board of Engineers 
be adopted. :

POSITION OF ORPHANAGE. 


Next Tuesday the Society of St. Vincent de 
Paul will hold its annual meeting in the Man- 
sion House, Dublin. Mr. James MeNeill, 
Governor-General of the Irish Free State, will 

reside, and the speakers will include Lord 

ngford, Captain Nutting, M.C.; Dr. Maurice 
Hayes and Mr. E. Kelly, K.C. 

In its annual report, the Council of Ireland 
points out that the number of adult members 
increased from 5,360 in 1926 to 5,650 in 1 ; 
the weekly average attendance at the meet- 
ings was larger; the number of families as- 
sisted was 27,824, as.compared with 27,529 in 
1926, while the number of visits paid also 
showed an increase. 

Receipts, excluding the Society's Orphan- 
age, showed a substantial increase of over 
£12,000. There was also an increase in ex- 
penditure, showing that there was little 
change in the economic condition of the poor 
during the year. Weekly bag collections from 
active members advanced, and reached the 
large sum of more than £5,000. There was, 
on the other hand, a substantial decrease of 
nearly £1,000 in working expenses, chiefly due 
to the non-recurrence of exceptional expendi- 
ture by the Council of Ireland and the Councils 
of Dublin and Cork. 
_ The figures for the orphanage are disquiet- 
ing: receipts being down by more than £2,000, 

ile expenses increased. It is pointed out 
that if the orphanage is to be a t at its 
present high level a much more steady income 
will be required.

AN “ UNMANNERLY” STATEMENT 


Referring to Sir William Horwood’s state- 
ment before the . Police Commission that 
women police were of no use, Commandant 
Mary Allen, Chief of the Metropolitan 
Women Police, speaking at Bournemouth 
yesterday said: oft is one of the most un- 
mannerly and unchivalrous things to have 
done towards any body of women who have 
tried to do their best.” She said that the 
London police were looked on ‘as an example 
to the world, and we were looked up to to 
give a lead in such matters. Could they 
imagine what it meant to her to hear such 
an authority as Sir William Horwood make 
such a statement as he made’ 

“I think,” she said, ‘‘ it is pitiable for Sir 
William to have said it, for it would go down 
in history as one of the most ignorant 
remarks anyone in authority has ever made. 
He has got women in his force; he has on 
his own showing chosen these women himself. 
“ What is the obvious answer? Why are they 
the only failures in the force to-day’? It is 
not the women’s fault at all. When an em- 
ployer is always complaining of the people he 
employs, it is not so much the fault of the 
employé as of the employer... These women 
are sworn in, and could have undertaken 
adequate work in the streets. We are now 
told that the Chief Commissioner could do 
quite well without them.”

NEW YORK. 

The Wall street “giants’’ are making 
millions. Mr. Arthur Cutten, of Chicago, 
leader of the “Big Ten,” is the most 
remarkable figure in the present exciting 
speculative activity, and there are now 
rumours of a dozen big new stock deals 
in the air. 

Two groups are said-to be doing almost 
half the trading on the New York Stock 
Market. In Mr. Cutten’s group are 
William C. Durant, who last week spent 
several thousand dollars in tolls “ playing 
the market” from abroad by telephone; 
the seven brothers Fisher, of Detroit— 
Fred. J., Charles T. William A.. 
Lawrence P., Edward F., Alfred J., and 
Howard A.—and the New York connec- 
tions include the firm of W. E. Hutton 
and Co., Mike J. Meehan, George Breen, 
Joseph Higgins, and several others. | 


MILLION SHARES IN A DAY. 

Mr. Cutten's group is known to have 
handled in a single day more than one 
million shares. óige á they have been 
trading during almost 
every four-mili share day recently. 

The other pool is composed of the 
Raskob-Dupont group. Its members have 
made millions in the rise of General Motors 
over a long period. Now they are dealing 
im many sections of the market. The 
memberskip of this group is not so easy 
to name, although they trade in tremendous 
volume of stock daily—at times more than 
700,000 shares. 
The association .of these ten or twelve 
men is closely knit, so far as market 
operations are concerred. There is a third 
group, which operates in the Forty-second 
street district, and confines itself to motion 
picture and amusement shares. It is com- 
posed of a half-dozen men, all of them 
connected with theatrical enterprises. They 
work as a “closed corporation,” and no 
outsiders are invited or allowed. 


PROFIT-TAKING. 

Their latest “killing’’ resulted in a net 
rofit to each member of about 873,795 
ollars. This pool is still operating 
actively. It is commonly known in the 
nancial district that these three pools 
account for more than half of the trading 
in the Stock Market each day. The public 
comes in to buy the stocks that they are 
churning about, and usually the public 
pays more for the stocks than the pools 
pei. The “Big Ten” and the Raskob- 

pont group will go down.in Wall street 
history as the fastest money-makers on 
record. 
Each member is a millionaire many 
times over, and everything they touch 
seems to turn to gold. They have forced 
their way past every obstacle, such as the 
tightening of money and the opposition of 
big bankers, and have kept the market 
moving at its swiftest pace. As they 
shifted some fifty or more stocks forward 
like chessmen, the public has been cling- 
ing to their coat tails. So far this season 
the public has been lucky. 


SECRETS WELL KEPT. 


Any attempt to delve far into the secret 
of success these men seem to have found 
must meet with failure. All are sworn to 
secrecy. The amount of stock they buy 
and sell each day, their methods of opera- 
tion, and any other details are closely 
guarded secrets between members of the 
informal associations and their brokers. 
Under the leadership of Mr. . Cutten 
certain stocks have leaped forward from 
10 to 75 points, and in a few cases even 
higher. The Raskob-Dupont group has 
not played so fast as the Westerners, 
although they have. made millions, too, on 
the rise.

rvice ‘was their goal, when im open com- 

tition they secured high place, and were to 
ke found winning honour for their country 
and kudos for themselves throughout “the 
length and breadth of the Empire.’ ' To-day 
the curriculum of the Free State schools 
makes it impossible for Irish’ boys to have a 
try for these. positions, and. ancient and 
modern languages, ahd many other subjects 
besides, have to be -sacrificed for a ,0001 
chance of securing a clerical job in the 
Saorstat Civil Service. 

The seriossness of the position so far as 
the future of thousands of Irish boys is con- 
cerned eannot be minimised. It would be 
laughable, were it not so tragic, to remember 
that this compulsory Irish is being fastened 
upon the country by an assembly ninety per 
cent. of whose members could not ask for a 
drink of water in Irish, were it to save their 
lives, or even their £30 a month allowance. 
Why are they not compelled to learn Irish 
pour encourager les autres? Why should it 
be necessary for an aspirant to a _ poorly- 
paid clerical job to muddle his brains with 
the difference between “is” and “ta” when 
the Minister of Education can carry on witb- 
out a knowledge of Irish? These are cruxes 
that make the man in the street contemptuous 
of the alleged patriotic reasons for gaelicising 
the Irish Ties State. ® May I conclude with a 
slightly altered form of a famous couplet :—

Sir,—As much has been said and written 
during the past five or six years on the 
question of compulsory Irish in the schools, 
I think it may, in a general way, interest 
your readers to point out that George 
Borrow, a noted English author and a famous 
linguist, admits in his works that it was 
through learning Irish when a boy in Clonmel 
(where his father, Captain John Borrow, was 
stationed with his regiment for some time at 
the close of the Napoleonic wars) that he 


became a perfect master of many other 
tongues. A Mr. William Taylor, writing to 
Southey, the poet, on March 12th, 1821, 
stated :—‘‘Though not yet eighteen, he 
(Borrow) can speak twelve languages— 
English (of course), Irish, Welsh, Latin, 


Greek, Hebrew, German, French, Danish, 
Italian, Spanish and Portuguese.” 

I doubt, however, if the ‘‘Romany Rye ” 
had mastered the Portuguese language at the 
age of eighteen; for in “ The Bible in Spain,” 
in describing his arrival in Lisbon in 1835, 
when he had reached the age of thirty-two, 
he tells us :— ! | 

““. »« «+ The next day I hired a servant, 
a Portuguese, it being my invariable custom 
on arriving in a country to avail myself of 
the services. of a native, chiefly with a view 
of perfecting myself in the language; and, 
being already acquainted with most of the 
languages and dialects of the East and West, 

am soon able to make myself quite in- 
telligible to the inhabitants. In about a 
fortnight I found myself conversing in 
Portuguese with considerable fluency.’’ 

In “‘ Lavengro”’’ (Word-master), cap. xi. 
Borrow writes :—~ : 

_* Ah, that Irish! How frequently do 
circumstances, at first sight the most trivial 
and unimportant, exercise a mighty and per- 
manent influence on our habits and pursuits ! 
How frequently is a stream turned aside from 
its natural course by some little rock or knoll, 
causing 1t to take an ‘abrupt turn! On a 
wild road in Ireland 1 had heard Irish spoken 
for the first. time; and I was seized with a 
desire to learn Irish, the acquisition oí 
which, in my case, became the stepping- 
stone to other languages. I became, 
as I have already said, enamoured of 
languages. Having learnt one by chance, I 
speedily, as the reader will perceive,. learnt 
others, some of which were widely different 
from Irish. Ah, that Irish! I am much 
indebted to it in more ways than one.”

‘the Chairman, in the course of hig speech, 
said— Ladies and gentlemen, during the past 
year further definite progress has un- 
doubted!y been made towards the Gonsolida- 
tion of international affairs upon a more 
stable basis In this connection the recentiy- 
signed Peace Pact is of primary importance, 
whilst in our own more immediate sphere of 
operations I am happy to be. able to refer to 
the resumption of diplomatic relations 
between Chile and Peru. A further most im. 
portant factot contributing towards economic 
stability is that practically all the important 
countries have now linked their monetary 
systems to the gold standard. 


OUTLOOK FOR BRITISH FOREIGN 
TRADE. 

With regard to the outlook for British 
foreign trade, there appears justification for a 
reasonable meastre of optimism, and it 1s 
satisfactory to observe the growth in value 
of our total exports during the current year 
to date, altheugh the figures for September 
are not so good as in the preceding months. 
It is gratifying also to notice the indications 
of improved relations between capital and 
labour, as exemplified by co-operation in the 
recent institution of joint conferences. to 
examine into the fundamental bases of in- 
dustrial organisation and the mutually inter- 
dependent interests of employers and em- 
ployed. Further, it is of importance that 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer was able, 
in his last Budget speech, to announce a 
scheme for the relief of industry from part 
of the burden of local rates. At the same 
time, there appears little doubt that certain 
fundamental industrial changes are at present 
In process here., As in all such pertods of 
transition, business conditions are difficult, 
and the final outcome, as affecting some of 
our basic industries. is still obscure. The 
causes contributing to this state of transition 
ave many, but chief among them appear to 
be the ever closer application of mechanical 
and scientific developments to industry as 
well as the growth of manufacturing power 
in many of the markets for our staple pro 
ducts. In the latter connection the large 
proportion of the increase in our exports 
represented by machinery is not without 
significance. in its ultimate bearing upon the 
demand for British manufactured goods. ‘To 
mention one only of our main export lines, 
there can be little doubt that our textile trade 
has been permanently affected by the fact that 
many countries now produce excellent cloths 
of local manufacture. In addition to already 
well-known examples of this tendency in our 
own territory, I am now informed that a fair 
of Peruvian industries recently held in Lima 
was chiefly remarkable for showing the pro- 
gress made in local meectactures of cotton, 
woollen and silk goods, whilst in Ecuador 
the textile import trade with Lancashire is 
being seriously affected by the progressive 
output of mulls equipped with up-to-date 
machinery which have been established in 
the Republic. The range of goods manufac- 
tured in the more developed South American 
countries is now surprisingly comprehensive. 
Having regard, therefore, to this process of 
industrialisation in countries formerly entirely 
dependent upon foreign sources for manufac- 
tured goods, there is all the more reason for 
our merchants and manufacturers continually 
to pay the closest attention to variations in 
the conditions of their markets abroad, and, 
in view of the extreme competition to which 
they are now exposed, to study marketing re- 
quirements in all details such as, for instance, 
quoting in the language and the standards of 
measurement, etec., with which their  cus- 
tomers are normally familiar. 

Generally speaking, the twelve months in 
South America have been characterised by 
continued economic and commercial progress 
in many directions, and the importance with 
which an increase in transport facilities 1s 
regarded is shown by the fact that the prin- 
cipal States have in view large programmes 
of road-construction, in addition to other 
public works of prime necessity to future de- 
velopment. 

ARGENTINA. 

In Argentina the satisfactory crops in the 
1926-27 season were readily disposed of in 
1927. The volume of exports of grain in that 
year, exceeding 15,000,000 metric tons, was 
the highest on record, principally owing to 
the huge shipments of maize. Although grain 
prices were relatively low, the total value of 
all merchandise exports in 1927 very closely 
approximated to the highest figure yet re- 
corded in the history of the Republic, and 
the total value of imports also increased, 
while the visible favourable trade balance 
established, exceeding 152,000,000 dollars 
.gold), compared with an adverse balance of 
(30,000,000 dollars (gold) in the preceding year. 
Crops in the 1927-28 season were again very 
satisfactory, and prosperous conditions have 
continued in the Argentine export market 
throughout 1928. Expansion has occurred in 
practically all the main lines of imports, but 
the general level of prices is now below that 
of 1927, the market for goods in every-day 
use being an extremely competitive one. 
The value of the peso was maintained at 
over its parity rate with the £ sterling during 
the twelve months ended May last, and it is 
estimated that during the period in which it 
was profitable to import gold approximately 
$180,000,000 found its way into the country. 
The stock of gold held in Argentina 1s very 
high, and considerable shipments could take 
place without inconveniencing the monetary 
situation; but the seasonal period of active 
exports of cereals is due to commence shortly, 
and should naturally exercise its usual 
influence in support of the peso. 

A change in the political régime occurred 
during the current month, Dr. Irigoyen 
having taken office as President of the 
Republic a few days ago. General opinion in 
the Republic is that under the new Govern- 
ment the future will witness a continuation 
of ordered commercial and industrial progress, 
which, indeed, at present promises to be of 
an outstanding nature. To sum up, it is 
difficult to find any vital adverse factor in the 
present general economic situation of Argen- 
tina; the country enjoys a very considerable 
measure of prosperity, the national .revenue 
exceeds expenditure, and further enhancement 
of the Republic’s wealth may be anticipated. 


LE. 

The trend of affairs in Chile a year ago 
enabled me then to express optimism in the 
future of the Republic, which has been fully 
justified by subsequent events. Dealing with 
the outstanding developments in regard to 
nitrate of soda a year ago, I was able to 
pare to the quite surprising demand for the 
ertiliser which followed upon the resumption 
of free selling in mid-April, 1927. Statistics 
subsequently issued demonstrated that the 
production in the ensuing twelve months had 
recovered almost to the level of that for the 
1925-26 season. 

Under the comprehensive terms of the Act 
of July, 1927, the Government was given very 
full powers. to assist the nitrate industry. 
Whilst announcing that there would be no 
reduction in the nitrate export duty for the 
current season, the Government gave practical 
evidences of its strong intention to assist the 
industry in other directions, and urged the 
adoption of a scheme of centralised sales to 
include all the Chilean producers of nitrate. 
There appears to be no doubt that the in- 
dustry is now placed upon a basis having the 
support of the Government and definitely in 
line with present-day requirements. 

With regard to the national finances, the 
Government announced that the year. 1927 
closed with a surplus of income over expendi- 
ture of 5,464,000 pesos, instead of a deficit, as 


for some years previously. It has since 
been officially stated that the general 
accumulated deficit of the Republic 
has now heen finally dispose of 


by the cancellation of a law which covered 
special redemption of certain international 
loans, and by the rearrangement of the 
financing of pablic works undef an extra- 
ordinary Budget law. Bank deposits have 
greatly increased, an. there have been con- 
siderable fands available, a contributory 
cause to which has doubtless been the supply 
of money from new sources, éspecially: the 
official empioyés’ savings fund, which is now 
a noticeable factor in the financial markets, 
In these circumstances it will be readily ap- 
preciated that the earning power of money 
and the yield from investments generally 
have tended to decline. On the whole, it 
appears that the bases of Chilean financial 
markets are undergoing a distinct change, and 
that’ the system in process of evolution will 
eventually be more on the lines of that exist- 
ing in the older and more financially exper'-

Fneluded in these samples had been samples 
from the Government's contractors, who were 
unplaced: Now, by an extraordinary happen 
mg, the tea declared by the Board 's expert 
fo be the best was declared as worth 4d. pe! 
lb. less by an official of the Government. 

ft was not for the Board of Health to say 

which of these experts was wrong, but the 
Hoard knew that their expert had been test 
ing tea for many years, and was recognised 
hy the Government as an expert and his fees 
sanctioned every year. A similar proceeding 
had happened before in connection with tea, 
and the Inspector went the length of report 
ing the matter to the Free State Local 
Government Department auditor, with a view 
of having the members of the Board sur- 
charged.
